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Lonergan honoured 


by degree 


Reverend Bernard J.F. Lonergan, Nor- 
man McLaren, Guy Desbarats and Charles 
S. Carter received honorary degrees at 
Concordia’s spring 1977 convocations, held 
between June 5 and 12. 

The Rev. Dr. Bernard Lonergan, often 
regarded as the finest philosophic mind of 
the 20th century, was granted the honorary 
doctorate of laws at the Loyola Faculty of 
Arts and Science convocation, held June 5. 

Dr. Lonergan, whose book Insight 
reshaped Christian thought, received the 
Loyola Medal in 1971. 

Dr. Lonergan, 71, was born in Bucking- 
ham, Quebec. He attended Loyola High 
School and then Loyola College and 
received his BA at the University of London 
and his licentiate and doctorate of sacred 
theology at Gregorian University in Rome. 

Since 1940, he has taught philosophy at 
Immaculée Conception, Montreal; Jesuit

brief on Bill One 


Concordia University, in a brief to the 
committee of the National Assembly which 
is studying Bill 1, protests restrictive 
aspects of the proposed French Language 
Charter. 

Accompanying the brief is a request from 
Rector John O’Brien that university repre- 
sentatives address the committee consider- 
ing arguments on the language bill. 

The university's objections to the propos- 
ed legislation focus on the subordination of 
individual rights to collective rights. Says 
the brief: ‘‘We see institutions and 
communities as essentially the individuals 
who compose them; albeit individuals with 
different backgrounds and aspirations; we 
would be shocked to witness the sacrifice of 
individuals to concepts, however elevated.” 

The brief contends that “It is in the 
interest of Québec to have a flourishing 
minority of people whose main language is 
English remain here... The government can 
either accept this fact, with minority rights 
seen as complementary to the predominance 
of French, or opt for denial and penaliza- 
tion.” 

In the seven-page document, the univer- 
sity suggests that the “solid tradition of 
pragmatism and compromise” which is 
characteristic of the North American 
continent” should result in time being 
allowed to play its part, thus avoiding 
“rigid regulation” which “can undermine 
the foundations of our society and our 
economy’. 

The brief also deals with the university's 
objections to specific aspects of the 
proposed legislation, notably in the areas of 
education, the courts, business and public 
information. 

With regard to the language of instruc- 
tion, the university reiterates the position 
stated in its reaction to the Language White 
Paper on April 20. 

While the university is in sympathy with 
the government’s ‘aims to end the 
assimilation to the English-language com- 
munity of fresh immigrants”, it feels it is 
unnecessary to forbid entry to English

Seminary, Toronto; Gregorian University, 
Rome; Regis College, Toronto; and 
Harvard University. He now resides in the 
Jesuit community in Boston College, where 
he has been the Visiting Distinguished 
Professor since 1975. 


Canadian filmmaker and animator Nor- 
man McLaren was granted the honorary 
doctorate of laws at the Fine Arts Faculty 
convocation on June 7. 


The Faculty of Engineering presented the 
honorary doctorate of laws to Guy 
Desbarats at its convocation on June 8. Mr. 
Desbarats is a prominent Canadian archit- 
ect and is assistant deputy minister of 
Public Works. 


Charles Carter, a retired Bell Canada 
executive who was instrumental in estab- 
lishing an accelerated degree program at 
Concordia, received the honorary doctor- 
ate of laws at the June 9 convocation of the 
Sir George Williams Faculty of Science. 

There were 2,383 graduates from Con- 
cordia University this year—an increase of 
49 students over the previous year. The 
largest gain was registered in the Loyola 
Faculty of Arts and Science which 
graduated 681 students, up from last year’s 
601.

schools to children of non-English families 
who do not now have brothers or sisters in 
that system, or to others whose language is 
English, whether they come from Canada 
or elsewhere. 


The university wonders about the 
legality of restricting the use of English in 
the courts, and particularly protests “the 
inequity of such action as well as of 
amending and so subordinating the Charte 
des droits et des libertés de la personne”. 

The university further argues for the 
rights of the members of any minority 
language “to inform other members in that 
language about goods and services through 
any form of public advertising... provided 
it is accompanied by a French text of at 
least equal prominence”. 


Similarly, the brief continues, “we feel 
that English versions of road signs should 
be acceptable when a message cannot be 
adequately conveyed by international 
symbols”. 

With regard to the program of “francisa- 
tion”, the university accepts a policy that 
limits the allocation of business to firms 
that have met the requirements of the 
program, but it finds unacceptable “the 


assertion of the right to refuse permits” to 
those who do not comply with the 
program. 

“In general, we find abhorrent the 
attempts to enforce the use of French 
through penalization, and we have serious 
reservations about the creation of the 
Commission de Surveillance.”

Obituaries 


Reverend Francis Martin Breslin, S.J., 
long associated with Loyola, died in his 
84th year on June 4 in Montreal. 

Father Breslin’s life parallels that of 
Loyola, for he was born in Montreal in 
1893, three years before Loyola opened its 
first classes on Bleury Street and five years 
before Loyola moved to larger quarters on 
Drummond Street. It was in this building 
that Father Breslin attended High School 
and College between 1906 and 1913. 

He entered the Jesuit Order in 1913, a 
member of the first class to study in the 
newly opened Jesuit Novitiate in Guelph. 
Fr. Breslin returned to Loyola as a teacher 
in 1916 and had the distinction of being a 
member of the first faculty to teach on the 
present Loyola campus which opened that 
year. 

He taught at Loyola off and on between 
1916 and 1969 pausing first to study 
philosophy, then to complete his theologi- 
cal studies prior to ordination to the 
priesthood in 1926 and finally to teach at 
Campion College in Regina. He is also 
remembered for his work as High School 
librarian between 1942 and 1969. The new 


High School library was dedicated in ved 


honour in 1975. 
Fr. Breslin used his artistic skills to 
pees many issues of Loyola Review. 
& undreds of Loyola graduates cherish their 
diplomas that have been lettered by him in 
Old English script. Although he retired in 
1969, he was soon engaged in his second 
career using his considerable printing and 
lettering skills in document work. 

In 1973 he celebrated his diamond jubilee 
as a Jesuit and in 1976 he celebrated the 
golden jubilee of his priesthood. 

His passing closes an era in the history of 
Loyola. 


Lt.-Col. J.A.O. (Andy) Woodcock, 
Assistant Vice-Rector, Services, died June 2 
at the Montreal General Hospital. He was 
58. 

Andy Woodcock joined Loyola as 
Manager of Residences and Food Services 
in 1970 after 30 years of distinguished 
service with the Canadian Armed Forces. 

While with the Canadian Forces, he rose 
from private to the rank of lieutenant- 
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colonel with command of the 1st Battalion 
of the Royal 22nd Regiment. After taking 
an officer training course in 1942 and 1943, 
he landed in Normandy in June 1944 and 
fought through France, Belgium, Holland 
and Germany. As commanding officer of 
the 1st Battalion, Lt.-Col. Woodcock 
trained his unit in special air transport and 
peace-keeping operations and was ordered 
with his unit to Cyprus as part of a United 
Nations effort to prevent civil war in 1964. 
This mission was accomplished with 
honour. 

Mr. Woodcock is survived by his widow 
and two children. 


Robert E. Meagher, father of former 
Loyola High School vice-principal Edmund 
Meagher, died May 19. He was 77. 

He is survived by four sons: Edmund, 
Robert, S.J., John and Fred.

The Governor-General’s Medal, awarded 
to the highest ranking student graduating 
with the degree of bachelor of arts, was 
presented to Suzanne Marie Solomon by 
Timothy P. Slattery, Q.C. (BA ‘31). 

The Hon. Mr. Justice Charles A. Phelan 
(BA ‘'48) presented the Loyola Campus 
Medal to John Michael Horgan. The Loyola 
Campus Medal is awarded to the graduat- 
ing student who has displayed distinctive 
leadership ability through both academic 
and non-academic achievement. 

David Marcogliese, the graduating stud- 
ent who was considered to have made the 
most outstanding contribution to non- 
academic activities on campus, was award- 
ed the Malone Medal. The presentation was 
made by Mr. John McConomy (BA '27). 

The Loyola Science Medal, awarded to 
the highest ranking student with the degree 
of bachelor of science, was presented to 
Deborah Jean Laurie by Loretta Mahoney 
(BSc ‘62, MA ‘74). Ms. Mahoney was the 
first woman to graduate at Loyola with a 
science degree. 

Dr. Bernard Lonergan, himself the 
recipient of the honorary doctorate of laws 
at the June 5 convocation, presented the 
Theology Medal to Kenneth R. Melchin. 
The Theology Medal is awarded to the 
graduating student who has been most 
creative and productive in the field of 
theology.

Dr. Russell W. Breen has been appointed 
Vice-Rector, Academic with responsibility 
for the recently created University Faculty 
of Arts and Science. 

The appointment was announced on 
May 12 by Alex Duff, chairman of the 
Board of Governors of Concordia Univer- 
sity and takes effect July 1. Jack Bordan 
remains Vice-Rector, Academic with res- 
ponsibility for the faculties of Engineering, 
Fine Arts, and Commerce and Administra- 
tion. 

Dr. Breen is currently dean of the Loyola 
Faculty of Arts and Science, a faculty that 
will cease to exist when it, the Sir George 
Williams Faculty of Science and the Sir 
George Williams Faculty of Arts are 
merged to form the University Faculty of 
Arts and Science. 

A gradute of Loyola High School and 
Loyola College (BA ’46), Dr. Breen received 
his licentiate in theology from the 
Université de Montréal. He also attended 
New York's Fordham University where he 
received his masters in philosophy of 
education, and the Université de Stras- 
bourg where he received his doctorate in 
religious sciences. 

Dr. Breen, 52, was ordained to the 
priesthood in 1950 and was McGill's 
Roman Catholic chaplain until 1965. He 
joined Loyola as an assistant professor of 
theology in 1968 and became Loyola’s Dean 
of Arts in 1970.
